V£/HEN HEALTH authorities are in conflict over 
the safety or danger of the Victoria region &a- 
posing^f Its sewage at sea in deep water, untreated 
except for the breaking up of solids, the need Is for 
information on which the public can rely. 

The metropolitan health officer has taken the 
stand that this is the only practical way of getting rid 
of the sewage, and that discharged 1,000 feet or more 
from shore in ^water at least 120 feet deep, diluted by 
billions of gallons of salt water, It would be rendered 
harmless. Bacteria would not survive to reach the 
surface or the inshore waters. - 

The Victoria Medical Society and the chairman of 
the R.C. Medical Society’s committee on environ¬ 
mental health, on the other hand, have endorsed the 
position of Health Minister Ralph Loffmark, who has 
said he will stand In way of the plan to dump 
untreated sewage toftHne sea until “uncontroverted 
proof” of its safety is provided. 

In this divergence. Mayor Hugh Stephen of 
Victoria—himself convinced by the sewerage-plan 
studies of the safety of sea disposal—has called 
attention to alternatives: sewage-treatment plants 
at Clover Point and the other outfalls, at a probable 
additional cost of about $16,000,000; or for inland 
plants, reversal of the entire drainage system, at an 
incalculable expense. 

In fact there is another possibility that cannot be 
overlooked: that the project of providing the region 
with a $23,500,000 sewer system, and overcoming the 
health hazards that exist in ever-increasing measure 
without it. would be indefinitely delayed by a 
ministerial blockade of sea disposal and the taxpayers’ 
resistance to the heavy expense of the alternative 
systems. 

The community faces a danger proved real—the 
lack of adequate sewerage—and a danger suspected 
by some health authorities, that dis^sal of raw 
sewage in deep tidal water would contaminate sea life 
in a way that would have its adverse effect on man. In 
all the experience of other tidewater cities there ought 
to be convincing knowledge in this situation. If 
sufficient research has not been done, there is no time 
to be lost in pressing on with it. 


Posture of Piety 

nrHE RUSSIANS are an admirable people, but like 

everyone else, they have their faults. 

They are quick to condemn the policies of other 
nations which, if adopted by order of the Kremlin they 
would blandly accuse. And their criticisms are 
frequently in extraordinarily bad taste. 

Mr. Leonid Brezhnev, general secretary of the 
Communist Party, and consequently one of the most 
important figures In the Soviet hierarchy, has 
launched a tirade against the United States and other 
western democracies. It was a display of bad manners 
unusual even for statesmen with the example of 
Khrushchev and Stain for reference. 

The American political and social system “causes 
contempt and disgust throughout the world,” Mr. 
Brezhnev charged. “The rotting, degrading, decaying 
society—this is how the United States is described 
ev en by those who. recently praised the American way 
of life,” he added. He did not identify the critics. 

No doubt he was irritated by the identical notes 
delivered to his foreign ministry by the United States, 
Britain and France urging the lifting of curbs on 
Berlin traffic decreed by East Germany. And, of 
course, he is impatient that the Americans have not 
responded to the Soviet demands that they should quit 
the field in Vietnam. 

It is the Russian contention that the Vietnamese 
should be left alone to settle their political future. 

At the same time the men in Moscow have no 
hesitation in bringing pressures to bear on Czecho¬ 
slovakia where the movement for the liberalization of 
the administration, js distasteful to old line Commu¬ 
nists. 

On the pretext of the Warsaw Pact countries’ 
Joint military manoeuvres, Soviet troops have entered 
Czechoslovakia. The exercises are over but the 
Russians remain. 

When Mr. Brezhnev speaks of East Germany's 
rights to enforce the travel restrictions on Beilin for 
the strengthening of its “sovereignty,” he invites the 
charge ot rank hypocrisy. 

Whatever dubious sovereignty that country 
possesses is measured by Moscow and limited by the 
instruction of the Russian regiments which remain in 
occupation. 

The memory of the infamous and brutal 
Intervention in Hungary is too fresh to allow Mr. 
Brezhnev s outburst to pass without comment. A coat 
of piety neither fits nor disguises the gentleman. 


Change of Course? 

'EGYPTIAN FOREIGN MINISTER Mahmoud Riad's 
^ surprising admission in Copenhagen earlier this 
week that the Arab world had made a major mistake 
in demanding the annihilation of Israel seemingly 
indicates that President Nasser is now willing to be 
persuaded by the Soviet government to adopt a more 
conciliatory attitudes in seeking a lasting peace In the 
Middle East. 

On his way to Moscow to join President Nasser in 
Moscow for talks with Kremlin officials. Mr. Riad tokl 
reporters: “We accept the realities and one of those Is 
Israel. We only want peace now.” 

His statement, which followed closely on the heels 
of the recent Soviet memorandum which stated that 
Russia would like to see an end to the arms race and 
the establishment of a basis for a lasting peace in the 
Middle East, provides grounds for cautious optimism 
on the outcome of the Brezhnev-Nasser discussions 
now under way. 

If Mr. Riad's view reflects the current attitude of 
the Arab< world it marks a complete reversal of its 
position as espoused by President Nasser in his last 
major prono u nceme n t on the Israeli-Arab impasse. 

Certainly it is cteer'that the Soviet Union is the 
only government now able to persuade the Egyptian 
leader by means other than force to change his policy 
toward Israel. It may also be assumed that if E&pt 
can be talked into pursuing a more reasonable course 
the other members of the Arab alliance will follow 
suit
